republic, ioitiated the ?4rh day of Feb- 
rnary Uiit, lui-ely doclaiwl tl>e •opuni- 
tiod of Caba froih th« 8p«iHiib luuu- 
archy. 

"We. elected delegates of the revo- 
laliuM. iu coiivoutiou u.ssoiubled, hu^e 
now formed a roiupnct between tlio 
world and (Jnba. and pledge tliemselves 
to the following articles of the cousti- 
futioii ut tlw now Cuban rt-nublio: 

"Article 1 — The stipnMiie jKiwer of 
the republic, will be vesr(ul in ,i eouncil 
of ministers, (•onipi)!«'<l ot a pvi's.ilent. a 
vice piesiile.'it and four Beei'eiuries, tor 
the dispatch Oi bu.iuicss uf war, of the 
interior, of toreigii atlairs and of a^rri- 
cultnre. 

"Article ii—Ifvery souretulry wUlhave 
• •nb-Mlsmary In onie^ t6 iap|>iy va- 
can«-v. 

*'ArricZ» 9— The attributes of the min- 
ittoviui K(>TeTnmeut will be to dictate 
all the reiiitivo dispoiiitiouu of tlie civil 
and politiooi 'l^te uf the republic; to re* 
oeive i-outribotiouB; to ooiitract pablio 
loana; to i>>«ue paper money; to raise 
troops and .to muintolu them; to declare 
reprisals with respect tp the enemy, 
and to ratify treunett, except the peace 
with Bpu]j{U to ifuMuit Jnalmal wiiibunty 
to the protidettt: Iu *ppMV« th» law of 
military orgauiBacion and ordlttauoes of 
the nulitary •servioef as drawn up by 
the cominuuder-iu-ehlef.

"First, Jollo Sai^gtiilly. an Amer- 
ican citizen, since \ts&i, is a boru red- 
d«llt Of this UUuid and was, up to his 
arrest on Feb. 34, of this year, one of 
the mos^ energetic ringueden and in- 
stigatofs of the armed revolution that 
since said date has Iwoken out against 
the mother covptry with the aim of ob- 
taibing the independence of Cuba. He 
was chosen to take the lead in this 
province and those of Matanzas aud ^t. 
Clara, and was named us cliief l^iwler 
and deleKatts of the revolutionary junta 
of Nev/ York, and bavins tlie power of 
apiKUntiuK here the leaders he thought 
proper. Ainoug those whom be select- 
ed was Colonel Jose \ . Ascuy. 

"Second, these crimes constitute the 
crime of rel>ellioii which is provided 
for in .Vrticle SWT and the followiv^ 
paraviApliH »nd 1^ <^eto SM of the 
penal '.'ode. 

"Third, .Julio HauK'iilly is n'spon.«ible 
for ha\ iiij? dire>'tly taken part in the 
rebellion. 

"Fourth, there are no circumstances 
pending to mitigate the pnmshment 
whii:ii he lias justly incurred and which 
I demand the court to iiillict upon him, 
imiiu'ly imprisoned for life, as provideil 
for in .Xi tide of the penal code, and 
that he l)e sentenced to pay half of tlie 
expenses of the ti'ial." 

The defense of the prisoner is uot 
known. 

Jul'o Hanpruillv, it is claimed, has a 
very \)mI r'-tcord and it has been report- 
ed tliat tho Cubans have thruateued to 
assassinate liim if he was released from 
custody, lie was arrosted in Havana 
duniiK tlie mouth ot February last with 
Aguirra, Itaraonperez, Trujllio and 
otliers, aud was iucarcoraved in the Ca- 
bhnas prison on tlie charge of having' 
rehelleu against the Spanish goveni- 
meut. Saugnilly fought with zeal and 
courage dorii^g tiM revolt of 1808, aud 
rose from a pmate soldier to the rank 
of general. But his conduct recently 
has uot met with the approval of the 
patriots. He is said to have been ehort 
in his accounts with a milroad company 
at Havana a few yeturs ago, aud it is 
claimci that he gambled awav half of 
the funds collected by Maunol Garci:i, 
which were giveil into Jiis oare to bo 
used iu the cause of Cnhu. and some 
surprise was expresaed at the fact that 
he was granted oitiienship papers in 
New York. Then again, a rumor was 
oironlatedin Havaua some time after 
his arrest that he had been paid 925,U00 
by the Spanish govermneni, guaranteed 

froteotiou aud otfand a powtton in the 
'hillipi islunds. 

In any case Sanguilly, after being 
taken into custody, appealed to Constu

At the session yesterday morning and 
in the afternoon reports were presented 
and read. At the night sessson, Mrs. 
Mary Clark warmly welcomed the vis- 
itors "to our city and the hospitality of 
our iiomi's." Mrs. Coflia.in responded to 
the address of welcome and compliment- 
ed the memben of the church here on 
their beaatifal house of worHhip. She 
then spolce briefly of the laudable work 
the society is engaged in, and thought 
the inonihor.s of tlio local chtirch ought 
not stop until they had a handsome home 
for their pastor. 

The Vice President, Mrs. Sawyer, read 
an interesting address telling of tlie suc- 
cess of the society so far and presenting 
the need of further work along this line. 

The Parsonage and Home Mission 
Society was organized in 1886, aud in 1890 
its work was enlarged. Its name indi- 
cates its object,— building homes for pas- 
tors, and carryiiin forward the work of 
missions and education. Mrs. Sawyer 
stated that the number of panonagea in 
1886 was 2^1 ; in ISO.] the number had 
been increased to 3,233. 

The Kentucky Conference branch of 
the society wa.s organized in 1888, and 
now numbers tifty auxiliaries or lotal 
societies with a membership of 785. The 
amount of dues for last year was $500 ; 
amount raised for local church and par< 
eonage work $55'). The society contrib- 
uted $150 to assist in building a parson- 
age at Moreland, Ky. The society has 
■ubscribed $1,500 to aid in building a 
school in the mountains of Kentucky to 
b« located at London, Laurel County and 
to be called the Sue Bennett Memorial 
School. The citizens of London will 
raise $16,000 for the purchase of grounds 
and erection of buildings and the society 
will raise $5,0(K) for the same. Of this 
last amount $4,tKX) has been subscribed, 
and the ladies hope to secure the balance 
by next spring. 

The society will bo ia session to-day. 
The meeting will probably close to-night. 
The public is cordially invited to attend 
the sessions. 

The ladies of the church have the altar 
and pulpit very prettily decorated with 
vines, llowers and plants, and are hosi)i- 
tably entertaining the visitors duriuj; 
their stay in Mays ville.

The Sales This Tear Largely Ahead 
of '96'i FlfiUjit-OemMid Good. 
PtleesFlrlii. 



Boston, Oct. !).-The American Wool 
and Cotton Reporter will eay to-morrow 
of the wool trade : 

There has been a ^ood demand for 
wool the past weelc, and the market 
ehowa continued strength and a firm 
tone. Medium and coarse wools evidence 
an improving; demand. Fine wools eon- 
tinae active. Prices are practically un- 
changed, and'users are meeting dealers 
readily at existinj; prii'es. 

The Boston market has ruled active, 
fine, coarse and mediam wools selling in 

gcod lots. The recent and pa«t enor- 
mous sales of Australian have greatly re- 
duced the supply of most kinds of that 

wool in this market, hnt a fairly active 
business was done iiere during the first 
half of the period under review. 

It looks as though the high price of 
.Australian eross^-breeds lia<l turned the 
iMureiil in tin- dit'Ciion oi' domestie me- 
dium and l)clo« wools, Hud similarly, as 
ii tile current in the direction ol domcH- 
tic medium hadiirawu increae<ed atten- 
tion to the territorial wools, of which 
large sales have been made. Fleece 
wools are actively 80u;;ht after, sales 
running up one ami oue-lialf millions of 
pounds. Kaetern Oregon sold to the ex- 
tent of T.'jO.OtK) |)onnd8. The sales of the 
week amuiint to ■),<i.'!!l,(KK) pounds domes- 
tic ami i',il4.'>(K) pounds foreign, making 
a total of H.O,'):;,.)^^) pounds, against a total 
of 2,852,000 pounds for the corresponding 
week last year.
